BERLIN, May 8.—The Official Gazette pub- 
lishes a dispatch from Bismarck tothe Prus- 
sian representatives to the Federal States 
dealing with the Altona and St. Pauli ques- 
tion. Hestates that the committees of the 
Bundesrath haye unanimously resolved to re- 
port to the Council only upon the technical 
side of the question and to keep al- 
together out of i @nsideration the 
eonstitutional aspect of the case- 
He lays stress on the necessity of avoiding as 
far as possible, for the sake of concord, any 
interpretation of the constitutional rights in- 
volved. Bismarck points out that 
it is the indisputable right of Prussia 
to divide any portion of her own 
territory from the Hamburg free port district 
and maintains that the proposed severance of 
St. Pauli has not been urged in the interest of 
Prussia, as itis of advantage to Altona that 
St.Pauli sbould remain outside of the Zollver- 
ein, but that it was ratherin the interest of 
Hamburg that the new customs line 
was proposed. The Bundesrath can 
decide upon the customs line without enter- 
inginto an examination ofthe constitutional 
bearing of the question which would likely 
produce a conflict of opinion. Those govern- 
ments which consider that by the severance of 
St. Pauli from the Hamburg district the con- 
stitution of the empire would be violated can 
vote against the proposal, but in tiat case 
Bismarck would not advise the Emperor to 
renounce his right to uphold the demand, 
which is undoubtedly no infraction of the 


constiiution.

cord between the Governments and express3s 
the hope that the respective proposals of Rus- 
siaand Hamburg maye be settled by ar- 
rangement and without. resorting to a | 
decision by majorities and minorities.

The greatest alarm pre- 
vails in Tiflis in consequence of the discovery 
of the locust eggs. Unless they are extermi- 
nated before development, famine through- 
out the Caucasus wili be inevitable.

NEW YORK, May 8.—The Star and Herald 
of, Panama has a protest of the citizens of 
the United States temporarily ggsiding in Pe- 
ru against the excesses of sho Tnalinan. They 
say: **The orders given by the Government 
of Chili to its fleet are to burn and destroy ev- 
ery port on tbe coast of Peru. We 
have before us a terrible example 
of the barbarous mode of warfare 
of the Chilians in the sacking and burning of 
Pisagua, and more recently of Mollenilo, 
Isla de Lobos and Eten,where the most unpar- 
alleled crimes and indignities have been com- 
mitted, together with wanton and cruel de- 
struction of foreign property. Our country- 
men in those places have suffered to an im- 
mense amount.AtTumbes,Talara,Ista deLobos 
Eten, etc., the whole property plundered and 
destroyed has been that of our citizens or other 
neutral nations.Should the designs of the Chil- 
ians be permitted to’ be carried 
out almost every such resident 
will be reduced to destitution. War 
as carried on by the Chilian fleet has been but 
the marauding attacks of pirates and buccan- 
eers, With the groans of the sick, the supplica- 
tions of women and wails of children the only 
resisting force. Plunder, conflagration, mur- 
der, violence and utter ruin and disaster have 
accompanied their footsteps.’’

Attacked Near Rock Creek Canon by 
Blackmans Command. 


SAN FRANCISCO,May 8.—A Tueson dispatch 
says: Capt. Kramer with twenty-eight men 
of the cavalry attacked Victoria’s band, ninety 
strong, near Rock Creek Canon, yesterday.

The Progenitor of the Great Actor—The Elder 
‘Booth and His Peculiar Life—Remin- 
iscences of John Wilkes and 
Edwin—A Pointed 
Moral.

tothe country last Saturday, leaving New 
York at4p. m., and descending from the 
train at Havre dg Grace onthe Susquehanna, 
where I went ina buggy to the old town of 

_Bel Air, the county seat, on Sunday. Thisis 
a high, peculiar country, not much known to 
people outside, because no railroad runs 
through the central part of the county. 

BOOTH’S OLD FARM. 

Passing along the road at a place where sev- 
eral small houses appeared to have intentions 
on the flat piece of country, threatening it 
with a kind of mud hamlet, and the abundant 
cait tracks throu'gh the woods showed heavy 
winter drawing through the deep clay ruts, 
I saw an old fencerail gate at a piece of 


woods. 

‘Here,’ said my driver, ‘“‘lived the man 
who killed somebody, I forget who, at a 
theater somewhere.” : 

‘*Not Booth?’ 

‘¢Yes, I believe that is the name. ’”’ 

“Stop here,’’ said I, ‘‘and drive in. I want 
to see this place. It is old Junius Brutus 
Booth’s farm.”’ 

A boy of three years playing by 
opened the hanging, heavy old gate and we 
drove intoa piece of timber with a gully 
wa sbed lane of white clay against a post and 
rail fence. Thetrees were white and black 
oek and perbaps a few poplars, dogwoods and 
chestnuts. The flat. mired track contained 
perhaps 40 rods and the woods opened 
into a sort of old, sterile field in whose apron 
wes a dry ditch, which gave signs of being a 
rill. Wesaw across the ditch, in a scantier 


piece of woods, a cottage of a brown tint with 
Gothic angles,cross-form and a central eluster 
chimney and little front porch to the lower of 
its two stories and a double-storied baywindow 
atthe side. It was only partly visible for the 
bunch of oaks inwhich it stood. A bit of 
bridge crossed the ditch some distance in front 
of it, and our road, by this assistance, con- 
tinued on through a few bars of fence to this 
cottage. Twoold sheds or small barns were 
across the road to the right, tne only remain- 
ing relics of the elder Booth. The Gothic cot- 
tage was built for him about 1851. when he 
was absent on bis last starring tour, and he 
died, like De Soto, on the Mississippi River, 
in a practical state-room. It is said that a 
spring at one of these sheds flows into 
Thomas’ Kun, which enters Deer 
Creek at the Priest’s Ford, and 
so blends with the Susquehanna. A man 
named Hyle, with a new wife.recently bought 
Booth’s old farm (about 150 acres) and is 
spending along honeymoon uponit, on ex- 
tremely poor scenery. Up beniod the house 
a wood runs tothe crest ofa tilted field. 

In this worst of bad farms, in a bad piece of 
country, the assassin John Wilkes Booth is 
said to have been born, and he was sent to 
schooland learned his breeding about Bel 
Air. 

- BEL AIR. 

Bel Air is alittie place, chiefly on two streets, 
one formerly cailed Main, the other Back 
street. but inthe new nomenclature the lat- 
ter, with its negro shanties and stables, is 
called Bond street. Side roads come in from 
Baltimore and Churchville and other places;. 
The town rises from everpside to a mound 
oa Which is the brick Court-house, divided by 
the street from the stone Jail, whichis marked 
by a demure, rough-cast residence with green 
front yard and door intle middle. A little 
square, or range of streets, surrounds the 
Court-house, that replaces one burned down 
several years ago, and four or 
five taverss, With country porches, 
stable-yards, ete., siily designate the 
important wuses of the  VCourt-house 
and Jail by getting as near as possible, yet a 
little askew, as if holding it in timid respect. 
One of these taverns has vot away off around 
down bill, betind the Court-house, as if to 
ssy: **Seek safety behind the Judge!” And 
this tavern has further interposed a practical 
church, which hes, I know, «a practical 
preacher, baving heard him play his won- 
drous instrument, the chin, from a safe 
point on the outside last Sunday night. ‘Tue 
way he inflected unimportant things ana 
showed himself to have taken private lessons 
in elo-kew-tion was balm to slow minds. 

The houses of Bel Air are generally frame, 
sometimes stone and brick, and where avail- 
nubile bave grassy front yards. Some lawyers’ 
offices, oyster saloons, etc., surround the 
court knoll. Down a paved Jane, next door 
to a coach shop and opposite an old Presby- 
terian Church with a squatty wooden Doric 
portico, is the Academy,ta stone building now 
rough-c.s!, with its side and overhanging 
éuves to the street, the door near the end and 
cupola on the middle of the roof with bell, 
wiiich summoned J. Wilkes Booth and other 
Lad buys toschool. A stile just below the 
tcbool jeads to a path tnrough a green field 
in‘o a declivity and brook and the smart prop- 
erty of Henry W. Archer. the chief gentleman 
ve eunet, descendant of a roudside black- 
Smith. 

Not far beyond his lawn 1s Bynam’s Run, 
emptying into Bush Creek of Gunpowder 
River near the Chesapeake. Avgreeabie hill- 
side farms, all witn names, such as Wood- 
lands, surround Be) Air, and a fair ground is in 
ight. There is not a graveyard in town. 
They take their Presbyterian dead to Church- 
ville and their Episcopal dead to Rock Run 
Church, nearthe Susquehanna. This pleasant 
scene spread before the man who killed a 
President almost every day of J. W. Booth’s 


boyhood. 
AN INCIDENT. 


Mr. Rt. N. Hanna, the aged and kindly man 
who keeps the old Eagle Hotel, inthe rear of 
the Court-bouse at Bel Air—a hotel fn which 
Pinkney and Wirt have been guests together, 
and is a long, low, poetical edilice, with great 
box-busb walks, drew out his account book 
for 1861, and pointed to May Isth of that year, 
at the entry: Jobn Booth, $4 for six weeks’ 
board ending llth June. It was followed by 
anotber record of two weeks’ board in the 
summer. the whole #22. 

Said Mr. Hanna: “John Booth was bern out 
on the farm,in the log-house, and stopped 
with me at the time mentioned, paying four 
dollars a week. Hehadthe room over the 
farend of the dinipg-room. His object in 
coming here, where he had attended school 
in his youth at the Bel Air 
Academy, was to study and commit to mem- 
ory plays, in order to appear in Europe under 
the management of his brother, Junius 
Brutus Booth. He was one of the most pop- 
ularand playful young men we ever hid. 
There were several children in our landlord’s 
family, and nothing pleased him more than 
to getthem out onthe greenin front of the 

house and rdinp with them. He was very 
ready to do anything fora friend, and I will 
give you an instance: 

‘*Karlvin the war we had two volunteer 
companies here, one commanded by Herman 
Stump and the other by Archer Jaffray. 
When the troops tried to pass through Balti- 
more and were attacked and driven back, it 
was charged that Herman Stump was in the

OLD BOOTH AND BLOOD. 

In Harford county the tragedian Junius 
Brutus Booth, father of Edwin and John 
Wilkes Booth, bought a farm in the year 1822, 
while tbe yellow fever was raging in Balti- 
more. His frequent deepdebaucheries were of- 
ten followed by profound melancholy and 
hate of the sight of men, and he had the pre- 
vious year, 1821, made an offer to buy out the 


ig goog of Cape Hatteras Light-house and 


eep that light. He says in his memorandum 
on the light-house subject: ‘‘Itain water the 
only drink; a cistern on the premises for that 
purpose.”’ 

Booth’s farm in Harford county was the re- 
sortof his children, who were brought up in 
Baltimore, as well as of his father, Richard 
Bootb, an English Radical, who re- 
moved to thjs couutry, the land of 
his ideal, as soon as old _ Booth 
had been thriftv enough to get a habitation. 
While farming for his peculiar son, the old 
man, Richard, translated and composed in 
literature. Richard wore, when iu state, 
knee- breeches, shoe buckles, and was tall and 
thin. Inthis guise he went to Philadeiphia 
to defend a suit for his son’s not keeping his 
engagement. The tragedian had lost a child 
on the farm, where he had recently stopped 
with a parcel of actors and the company, and 
remorse had given him a bad spell of wine 
and sickness. 

This head of the family, old Richard, con- 
tained within himself the seed of. son and 
grandson. He had failed, from want of con- 
tinuity and application, to be a lawyer, and, 
liking the example of John Wilkes, the British 
agitator, who was his mother’s cousin, en- 
deavored to reach America and assist her in 
the second British war. Failing in that, 
he became a loud home _  IKepub- 
lican, losing practice and standing, for that 
and other reasons, and marrying a Miss 
Game. She died early, and he named the 
children she bore A)gernon, Sydney and Junius 
Brutus Booth. 

This latter, the actor, born in 1796, always 
kept Washington’s portrait in his law oflice 
and made people bow to it. He also dis- 
charged inflated declamations at his son’s 
heaato be copicd out as important things. 
The old man’s example in this cas@ cin be 
seen in his grandson, John Wilkes Booth, 
who kept a turgid diary and wrote bombastic 
letters while killing President Lincoln. J. B. 
Booth tried all the light professions, includ- 
ing printing, and found he was fit for none 
but acting. He went on the stage in 1813 and 

layed before Wellington, at Brussels, with 
ies, Jordan, just after the battie of Water- 
He was subordinate, however, and part 
of the time mere prompter at country 
theaters, till he had the for- 
tune to take Edmund  Kean’s place 
one night and delighted a rural audience, 
which passed his praises up to London. There 
he had the assistance of Edmund Kean, but 
set up a rivalry with Kean, which resulted in 
riots. William Godwin, the author, wrote to 
Booth (1817): “I shall be the loser if this 
brutal outery drives you from the London 
stage, but you will not be the loser. The 
whole British dominions will be before you.’’ 
He left Fngland with at least enough reputa- 
ticn to be welcomed here in 1821, where he 
had just married Mary Anne Holmes, a flower 
girl. He at once began to play, and his first 
son, Junius. Brutus, husband of Agnes Booth, 
wes born at Charleston, S.C., 1821. The next 
year Booth bought this farm in Harford 
county, where he made ais transient home till 
his death, November, 1!, 1852. After 1836 he 
had also a house in High street, Baltimore. 

THE BOUTH FARM 

had 150 acres, chiefly woods, 
three miles from Bel Ajr. It had 
cniy a whitewashed log house, with 
rea sashes, shutters und doors, until while 
Beoth was dyipg on a Mississippi River 
steamboat. his ayents were putting up the 
piesent neat cottage. Booth allowed no 
meat-eater on the place and no wood to be 
cul, Jiving on eggs, vegetables, etc. The 
country was very wild and still is so, gnd 
abounds in small cascades. He built a téol- 
house where Euwin and Wilkes learned the 
use of saws and planes, and these boys were 
sent to school at Catonsville under Episcopa- 
lian ministers, though the priests said that 
Booth died a Catholic and Wilkes Booth pro- 
fessed to be one. 

Old Booth was a roaring friend of Andrew 
Jackson and spent a week at the Hermitage in 
1828, On bis farm he had some hired slaves 
andgtbere buried his dead. He made nothing 
of the farm, but likea totiil it and keep ia 
exercise and fence on the stage like an 
athlete, in which notions, as well as in love of 
country roving and reciting ballad 
poetry, Wilkes Booth was like 
bim.  .**From Childhood, wrote old 
Booth’s daughter, ‘‘we learned of 
our mother, the devoted and unwearying 
Lurse of bim who endured these peri odivai tor- 
tures of mind,to regard his seasons of ab- 
straction with sad and reverent forbearance.”’ 
This duughter copies, without correcting it, a 
statement that Booth was ‘‘of Jewish de- 
sceni’?’? anda Unitarian. He showed signs of 
insanity continually, and broke his nose in 
Charleston and scared his fellow ac.vors by 
lmuginingfMhe was the thing he played. 

A COUNTRY BOY. 

On this farm Edwin Booth, the tragedian, 
was bornin November, 1833, and, being ed- 
ucated in Baltimore, where his parents took 
a house, he went onthe stage at the age of 
sixteen. Edwin Booth and his brother-tn- 
law subsequently, J. S. Clarke, played in Bel 
Air (ourt-house while boys, and made $30, 
rehearsing on the farm. After that Edwin 
supported his father and they  piayed 
‘*Brutus” together in Washington before 
its author, John Howard Payne, 
fifteen vears before the assassination there. 
Juvius B. Bvcoth’s last engagement of one 
week in New Orleans, 1852, paid him $1,084. 
His father haa died in Baltimore in 1840, aged 
seventy-six. Both are buried under a monu- 
ment erected by Edwin Booth, and also the 
children, including the friends of J. Wilkes 
Booth. The inscription @says, under the 
mosque of Junius B. Booth: “ie 

‘*Bebold the spot where genius lies! 
Oh, drop a tear when talent dies; 
Of tragedy the matchless chiet, 
Thy power to please surpass’a belief. 
Hic jacet matchless Booth!’’ 

MORAL, 

Here in the rough, often sterile, but beauti- 
fully wooded and watered hills of Harford, is 
the place to realize the curious family which 
mastered the mimic world and by a meteoric 
tragedy invaded the _ real. The dra- 
matic passion began withthe grandfather 
in seeking to be a wild Republican and 
naming his sons for Roman heroes. The son, 
finding his way upon the stage, achieved suc- 
cess and fame, but aimed to be something 
more—a deep, mysterious, noticed man, with 
insanity, or the affectation of it. He was yet 
domestic-minded and striet with his children, 
and beloved by them. That fatal stage, the 
scene of his triumphs, was also the ‘false 
modei to his mind, and in his younger son it 
made a muddle of deadly self-importance, 
Which confounded the meanest and most 
treacherous with the grandest deed. An ig- 
norapt man bad better model himself on 
(wsar thanon Brutus. Another lalf-He- 
brew, Disraeli, said, nearing of Booth’s acts: 
‘**The costly sacrifice of a Cesar could not 
avert the fate of Rome.”’ 

Junius Brutus Booth, it is understood, 
abandoned a wife in London and mar- 
ried a flower-girl, and she, feeling that it 
operated against her, raised her childrenin a 
retired way. Wilkes Booth resembled his 
father very much, but was heavier. It is said 
that old Booth had a son in Boston by his first 
wife who never receauaee him nor his family 
and Was a lawyer. ooth esca to America

A FORCED MARRIAGE. 


Minnie Kirk Released From an Awk- 
ward Predicament. 
| From the New York Herald. ] 


Justice Donohue has annulled the marriage 
between Minnie J. Kirk, of Troy, and Ed- 
ward T. Carpenter, a son of an ex-Mayor of 
Jersey City. The suit was instituted by Miss 
Kirk, who is knownin the legal documents.as 
Mrs. Minnie J. Carpenter. Justice Donohue 
referred the case to ex-Judge Philip J. Joach- 
imsen to take testimony. ‘The defendant did 
not put in appearance either personaliv or by 
counsel, altbough papers were duly served 
upon him. The plaintiff set forth in her com- 
plaint tbat on tbe llth of July, 1879, in 
Jersey City, she was married to the defendant, 
and the testimony elicited the following facts: 
It seems that Miss Kirk had been acquainted 
with Carpent or about two vears. She was 
in delicate health, and came from Troy to Jer- 
sey City to visit ber aunt, Mrs. Harrington, 
who lived at No. 209 Sixth street, in the latter 
city. Mrs. Harrington’s son Edward was to 
be married on the evening of the llth of July, 
1879, the intended bride being Miss Amelia 
Dounelly, of No. 18 Elliett place, Jersey City. 
The marriage was totake place at the residence 
of the Rey. Mr. Dunn, a Methodist clergyman. 
Miss Kirk consented to accompansthe bridal 
party,and, with Harrington, started from his 
mother’s house for his intended bride’s home. 
On the way, in Newark avenue, they met 
young Carpenter. Without invitation he 
joined Miss Kirk and Harrington. Carpenter 
had frequeptly asked Miss Kirk to be his 
wife,and she had each time answered him with 
an emphatic ‘‘No, sir.’’ Before reaching Miss 
Donunelly’s house Carpenter began to renew 
his suit. Miss Kirk again told hin thata 
marriage between them should never take 
place. He became much excited, and exhibit- 
ing a pisto] which he carried in the pocket of 
his coat, said: 

“5 will blow ahole through any one who 


interferes with the marriage.”’ 


When they reached Miss Donnelly’s resi- 
dence Miss Kirk was thoroughly frightened. 
She hurried inte the house. No one invited 
Carpenter to enter, but he followed her. Miss 
Kirk went to a room set apart for her, and 
Carpenter remained in the parlor below. 
While there he took the pistol from his pocket 
and deliberately loaded it. This was testified 
to by a witness of the scene. Miss Donnelly 
and her intended husband were ready to go to 
the clergyman’s house, and Miss Kirk 
started wirh them. The party was fol- 
lowed by Carpenter, who swore that 
there should e two marriages, and 
that Miss Kirk should be his bride. Arriving 
at the Rev. Mr. Dunn’s house, the marriage 
ceremony was quickly performed, Miss Doa- 
nelly and Mr. Harrington being pronounced 
husband and wife. Then Carpenter sharply 
told the clergyman to say the words that 
would make Miss Kirk his wife. Miss Kirk 
seemed paralyzed with fear. Harrington and 
his newiy wedded wife stood aghast, and the 
clergyman, noticing the apparent desperation 
of Carpenter. rattled through the 
ceremony, paying no heed to the silent 
Lrotest of the agonized young woman. 
(s¥penter smiied with evident satisfaction 
when the services were over, and went from 
the house with the air of aconqueror. He did 
not accompany bis wife to her aunt’s residence 
and shehes never seen bim since. She did 
nct receive a murriage certificate. Referee 
Joachimsen in hisreport said that the mar- 
rivyge eught to be annulled, an@ Justice Dono- 
bue connirmed the report. The plaintiff, who 
isnow in Tioy, will, of course, resume her 
maidenname. She is verv pretty, and has 
hosts of admirers. The terrified clergyman 
is HO longer a resident of Jersey City.

Severe on Tramps.

The new Massachusetts tramp act, printed 
copies of which are now posted conspicuously 
along the highways of that commonwealth, is 
of a piece with the recent )egis/ation of other 
States on the same subject. It classes as 
tramps alk persons who rove from place to 
place begging or living without labor or visible 
means Of support; women, minors under sev- 
enteen years of age, blind persons and versons 
asking charity within the limits of their own 
cities and towns alone excepted. Any tramp 
upon conviction of being atramp, is to be 
sent tothe House of Correction or State 
Work-house for not less than six months 
ror more than two years. If he 
enters a house witbout leave, or injures any- 
body, or threatens anybody, or has a danger- 
ous Weapon, or threatens to damage property, 
he is to be sent to the House of Correction for 
from one to five years, or tothe State Work- 
house for from one tothree years. Upon 
view of any of these offenses, any Sheriff, de- 
puty, constable or policeman can arrest the 
trsmp without warrant, and municipal,district 
and police courts and trial Justices are given 
jurisdiction.

second, bePMhuse (although the WNationai

MARVELOUS MARKSMANSHIP. 


Some Recollections of Captain Leander 
Bush—Ward’s Shot ata Star. 

The presence in St. Louis of Eugene, son of 
Capt. Bogardus, who is just now the most ex- 
pert and wonderful of trick rifle shots of the 
country, recalls the fact that St. Louis was in 
1864 or thereabouts the home of Captain Le- 
ander Bush, whose expertness with the rifle 
!or revolver was a matter of comment 
throughout the Mississippi Valley. Mr. 
David Clarkson, secretary of the Jockey Club, 
knew Capt. Bush well, and Mr. Lew Clark is 
intimately acquainted with gentlemen who 
are prepared to substantiate Mr. .Clark- 
son’s statements. Dr. Carver or Eugene 
Bogardus are hardly to be mentioned in con- 


nection with Captain Bush. Oneof his fav- 
orite tricks was to attach a silver quarter toa 
black thread, which he would set swinging in 
the air. With the first ball from his pistol he 
would sever the thread and with the next nip 
the coin before it fell tothe ground. At the 
Abbey race track one day the Cap:ain, pro- 
vided with a seven-shooting Smith & Wesson, 
rolled an empty whisky barrei down a slight 
incline. As the bunghole appeared the Cap- 
tain successfully tired the seven bullets 
from his weapon into the barrel. 
The tossing of coins inthe air and striking 
them with rifle bullets was mere play to Cap- 
tain Bush. and he is said to have been the ia- 
ventor of this system of backward shooting, 
with the aid of a looking glass. Frank 
Frayne admitted during a recent interview 
that this was the safest and surest of the bril- 
liant series of exhibition shots which forms 
an interesting feature of his entertaiament. 
A small hole in the centerof the mirror is 
covered by the reflection of the sight of the 
gun when the arm is carried, and the * ‘loving 
wife” who consentsto have the apple shot 
from her head by Si Slocum is 
in amuch cheerfuller irame of mind than 
when Si is shooting off-hand and at her.

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THE DEADLY BOTTLE. 
Slaughter of the Innocents in St. 
‘Louis, 


The Death Roll ot One Institution for the Past 
Two Months. 


Everybody recollects the sorfows and suf: 
ferings of little Pip, who was brought up by 
band by his arid sister, Mrs. Joe Gargery. 
Here in St. Louis 2,666 Pips, or 43.23 per cent 
of the dead population of the year, succumbed 
to the baleful influences of the bring- 
ing up by band process, weakly refused 


to struggle for an existence for which thev 
bad no earthly use, and uncomplainingly 
died in 1879. Of these 2,666: young people 
who bad so little cOnsideration for the feel- 
ings of their elders as to die, 1,825 were under 
the age of one year, and were victims of the 
malignant rubber-tipped bottle, which 
acted as a stepmother to them 
in more ways than one. This 
slaughter of the innocents which goes on in St. 
Louis year after year will begin again with all 
its accustomed virulence about the middle of 
May, and wili hold its own until October. Be- 
tween this date andthat a _ thousand 
children will die in St. Louis for 
whom there is no _ necessity to die. 
The infant life is often all beset with hard- 
ships and perils, but none of them are so 
deadly as those which environ the first half 
year of its terrestrial existence, when it is 
surrounded by foes on every side. A POST- 
DISPATCIL reporter, who was an infant 
himself Once, - put fortunately not one 
brought * up by hand, started 
out the other day to gather some statistics of 
the infant mortality in St. Louis, andif pos- 
sibie to discover’ its cause. Dr. Luedeking 
was found at the Beard of Health office as us- 
ual, full of information, and to him the seribe 
addressed himself. ‘*Well,’’ said the Doc- 
tor after the reporter had talk- 
ed him into a good humor, “the infant 
mortality is due just to one or two causes,and 
as long as they continue the graveyards will 
be fattened. The first of tese is that many 
babies are deprived of their mothers and have 
to be fed artiticially, and as a result they are 
fed upon the nearest obtainable substance, 
COW’S MILK. 
It looks like talking shop, but just 
glance at these figures, which ‘show 
the composition of the milk,” and the doc- 
tor exhibited a table which showed the ma- 
ny points of difference between the milk of 
different animals. The greatest divergen- 
the relative proportions of su- 
gar, butter and caseine, all of which were in 
different quantities in the different milks. 
He then described the diseases which follow 
insufficient nutrition and which kill babies 
like the dry rot kills sheep. 

The reporter questioged several physicians 
upon this same topic and found 4hem all 
agreed that the evil genius of babydom was 
the bottle of cow’s milk. 

“It isa fact,’’ said one, ‘‘which the death 
records of St. Louis will fully bear out, that 
there never was a child placed inthe foundling 
asvlum here before it was weaned, that lived 
past a year, and I defy any one to show a sin- 
vlecase Where these foundlings have been 
brought up to manhood. 

There is only one foundling asylum in St. 
Louis of any importance.and that is St.Ann’s, 
on the corner of Tenth and O’Fallon, presided 
over by the Sisters of Charity, whose good , 
works carry them into every fieid of useful- 
ness and mercy that they can find. But even 
in this place, under the fostering care of these 
jadies, who are actuated not alone by love for 
the feeble little children under their care, but 
by adeep religious sense of duty, the death 
rate is fearfully large. Tne -Sisters, who 
do their very utmost with the 
means at their command, cannot Keep ‘out 
death from the babies that have not their own

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 6, 1880—The 
banquet given to Governor Shepherd at Wil- 
Jard’s the other night was inthe nature ofa 
parting cheer from bis personal friends, upon 
the eve of his departure. forthe far South- 
west. The occasion was all that such an 0c- 
casion should be—genial ani genuine in its 
conviviality—eminentiy respectable in its 
make-up and presided over by Justice Mil- 
ler of the Supreme Court—yet not such an 
Ovation as the man who has done more than 
any other to beauty and reciaim the city had 
some rigbt and reason to expect. It wasa 
significant circumstance that in proportion to 
the small number present the numer of 
‘‘regvets’’ sent in was unusually large. There 
was a melancboly suggestiveness about 
the whole ocffair that the glory 
of the ex Governor _— had depurted 
—that his Napoleonic rule of the Dis- 
trict Was athing of the psst—that he was no 
longer a power to do homage to, no more the 
‘*bess’? whose word was once law and whose 
wealth was reputed fabulous. It was 
only an illustration over again ef how soon we 


are forgotten when deposed from influencs, 
embarrassed by financial reverses and over- 
taken by judgments in the courts. There was 
a time when no man stood higher inthe c@n- 
fidence of the administration under which he 
flourished than Boss Saephard. He was not 
onty the head and front of the District ring, 
he was the Districtring itself. He held a 
position worth more than any inttie gift of 
the Government. Ile was an abiding rock of 
offense tothe honest Democratic press and 
honest Democratic politicians all over the 
country. In the meantime, how- 
ever, the - boss had ioaugurated a 
system of public improvements 
more thorough and complete than was ever 
undertaken before in any American munici- 
pality. Hefound the National Capital little 
better than a swamp, reeking with malaria, 
without pavements, drainave or sewerage. 
He left it the most beautiful city in the Uaited 
States. That he made money in the opera- 
tion is no doubt trne—for the Boss by trade 
wasaplumber. Thathe ‘‘sto'e’’ money, in 
the parlance of the day, may also be true; 
that one of his Jegacies tothe District wasa 
debt which citizen-tax-pavers, for the time 
being. might otherwise have escap:d, is 
true; but.al] that he made and all that he 
stole is but a drop in the bucket to the eaor- 

mous benetits that have accrued, and will 

continue eccruing, to the District froin 
the alleged extravagarce and  corrup- 
tion of his gubernatorial reign. Washington 
to-day could well afford to give the **Boss” a 
million dollars gratuity in recognition of his 
services. Nor is it altogether certain that his 
profits or his plunder were so great as com- 
monly suppo.ed. Be this as it may, his accu- 
mulations bave melted away. ‘The man 
whese splendid equipage and unbounded hos- 
pitalitics were but a few years since the talk 
of the tows—who was believed to be reveling 
inan exbeustiess afflience and princely in- 
come—can.e to grief at last, his fortune dissi- 
pated, bis palatial residence sold under the 
hammer, his social and business p@sition 
shorn of its eminenee. It is this. perhaps,

THE WASHINGTON MONUMENT. 

The Washington Monument; in its present 
unfinished shape, has served for some time 
past as a sort of chronological s;mbo!, stand - 
ing midway betweenthe past and present in 
our history—between the civilization that Was 
suspended upon the culmination of a bitter 
‘ectiokal strife and the civilization that 
usurped its plac? with the estabtishment of 
hew and centralizing policies in the Govern- 
hent. Twenty-five or thirty vears ago a 
treat popularenthusiasm existed concerning 
this memorial, but the «quarter ot 
‘million dollars that was raised by private 
contributions was expended in 1856, the work 
ceased and more serious and engrossing topics 
ivyan to occupy the public miod. ‘Then fol- 
lowed the civil War, with its turLulence and 
‘rife and stormy Innovations, Then sprang 
tothe surface a new order of statesmen; many 
men much greater than Washington came to 
the front, and in tbe general hurly-burly the 
hatber of his Country was forgotten. Tne 
lroken shaft stood desolate and neglected for 
‘xteen vears. At last, in obedience toa re- 
awakened public sentiment, an approprixtioa 
ef $200,000 was made by Qongress in 1876, for 
lhe purpose of inspectiag and strengihening 
the foundations of the structure; .aad now, 
ibe Monument Society, of whichsuch men as 
W.°W. Corcoran, Robert C. Winthrop, 
Horatio King and ex- Mayor Berret are execu- 
‘ve officers, have made an earnest appeal 
vr sufiicient- funds to complete the 
froihk peccrding to its original design. 
When the cap-stone is Jaid it will tower tothe 
hoeht of 550 feet, of which 156 feet were built 
lifore the war. The eppropriation asked is 
M00, and it oughtto be granted. Four 
‘(ars will be required to finish what was so 
‘L-piclously begun, and by that time. if ever, 
Will also be fieished the process of nation: 
Merncihation. The monument will than be,

JUPITER’S GYRATIONS. 


Lively Times Ahead in the Planetary 
System. 
{From the Providence Jotirnal, Mav 1.1! 

Jupiter 1s morning star, and by far the most 
important object for observation among the 
planets during the month. It cannot be too 
suorgly impressed upon the minds of stu- 
dents of the stars thatthe four great planets 
are all approaching their peribelia, and brinz- 
ing about a condition of planetary affairs that 
has not occurred for 2,000 years. Jupiter 
reacbes the goal first, arriving at perihelion 
Such is the eccen- 
tricl\V of this orbit that he will then be 46,- 
0C0,000 of miles, or about balf of the whole 
distance of the earth froin the sun, nearer to 
the great central fire than when farihest 
away. Heisalsoatthattime almost at his 
nealest point to the earth, coming into oppo- 
siiicn With the sun 11 days after peribeiion. 
The earth is then direcily between 
bimandtbe sun; but the earth is farthest 
from the suninJuly, avd will be at consider- 
ably more than her mean @istance in Septem- 
ber, when Jupiter is 46,000,000 miles nearer. 
It may easily be seen Lbat When at opposition 


| the cath is ator near her greatest distauce, 
| apd Jupiter at his least distance from the sun, 


ihetwo planets will be almost us near togeth- 
eras theycan be. Such willbe the case next 
October, and the giant of the system will soon 
vive evidence of tbe fuct in his increasing size 
and brillianey, being brighter than he has 
been for neariy twelve years. The difference 
willnot be so marked as in the case of Mars 
under the same conditions, for nearly 400,0u0,- 
LOU miles of space intervene between the 
evrth and the huge planet even when nearest. 
Jupiter, therefore, will be a source of in- 
lense interest during the coming months 
as he approaches and recedes from his peri- 
helion and opposition. ‘The great problem of 
the effect of bis approach upun the inysteri- 
ous spot period of the sun will be firstin 
importance. Manv astronomers scout the 
idea of such an infiuence. Many more find 
nothing nuprobabie in the theory that the ap- 
proach of » buge mass to the sun should pro- 
duce disturbance in bis blaving elemenis, ev- 
idenuly in commotion from some cause, whiie 
the nexvr corres pendence in tiwe between tte 
muximum of the sput-period. and the revolu- 
tion of Jupiter favors the urgument. Noone 
coubis that the disturbed condition of tbe 
sup will ve reflected on the earth in waves of 
intense beat, severe storms and auroral dis- 
plays, or that the same influence will be2 
ielt in the same wuy to the syste:n’s remotest 
buupds.

About the 22d itis 
hoped that the planet wiil be again 1n favora- 
bie position tur the observauon of the red 
spot, and patient investigators will not be 
Wanting to make the best of the opportunity. 
This beautiful planet muy now beseen in the 
eastern sky, serenely unconscious of the ex- 
citement induced by his movements, rising at 
3:45; wt the eud of a monib herises at 2 
o’vioch, Neatly two Lours and a half before the 
sun.

THE HYPNOTIC STATE. 


Some of the Remarkable Things a Ger- 
man Professor Has Been Doing. 
[From the New York Times.1 


According to a correspondent of the Nation 
Professor Heidenhain has been doing some 
remarkable things at Breslau in tae way of 
hypnotism. This scientist had been tnvited 
by the Cigvy Fathers to repeat and explain 
in arstional way the marvelous results which 
Herr Hausen, the Danish magnetizer, had 
been produc.ng a series of public exhibitions. 
Many well-known citizens had been hypnot- 
ized by the Dane, the modus operandi being 
for each one to look xedly at a 
bight glass button held by himself, 
about eight inches from and above his eyes. 
The subject bypnotized became insensible to 
pins thrust into bis hands, imitated sounds 
and motions made before him, and performed 
many strange and absurd antics. On awak- 
ening, he was unconscious, as well as incred- 
ulous, of what he had done. Professor Heid- 
enhain declared his ability to repeatall of 
Hausten’s performances, and his doings have 
created a sensation among the Germans. The 
bypnotic state could be breught on by slight, 
constant and uniform, or repeated, irritation 
affecting the eye, ear or skin, ‘ ‘passes’? with 
the hand—the warmth of which is often ef- 
fective ata distance—a tuning-fork, a watch 
or a distinct fixation point, with thoughts oc- 
cupied only by the object felt, seen or 
beard. In one case each of five Polish sol- 
ciers was told to hold a loud-ticking watch to 
his ear and Jisten intently. In five minutes 
two of them had fallen into a profound cata- 
leptic sleep and beeome insensible to pain. 
Cn awakening, they declared that they had 
not been asleep. A constant touch on the back 
of the neck made some subjects perfect imita- 
tive machines, reproducing exactly every 
metion ef the person. on Whom 
the attention was fixed. As soon as the fin- 
ger was taken from the neck the repetition 
stopred instantly. But stranger still, Profes- 
sor Heidenhain and his colleacues succeeded 
With some subj:cts in hypnotiz- 
ing one-half of the brain and 
body, while the other half re- 
mained normal. One side of the face would 
smile, while the other side remained ua- 
changed in a cataleptic state. Oae arm and 
leg could be moved at will, but not the oth- 
ers. Oneeye would see distinctly and the 
other imperfectiy or not atall. Professor 
Heidenbain’s experiments were made only 
with men and he succeeded with about one 
subject in twelve. The first time was found 
to be the most difficult to hypnotize a subject. 
After the first time some vrew more sensitive 
to the influence, while others finally lost the 
power of being affected. Some acquired the 
faculty of bypnotizing themselves. Professor 
Heidenhain maintains that the production of 
hypnotism is not injurious to the subject. 
The Professor’s brotber was hypnotized on 
an average twoor three times a day for two 
montks and claimsto be nene the worse for 
It. 


A Milky Sea. 
{From tne London Times. |] 


The phenomenon of a milky sea has been 
known to oecur 1n certain parts, but has not 
been thoroughly scrutinized. Some have 
considered the luminous appearance in ques- 
tion an electrical effect in thunderstorms; 
others have attributed itto cadaveric decom- 
position of marine animals and plants; others 
to abundant spawn, with fishes moving about 
in it. But the truth appears to be that it results 
from an accumulation of animalcule capable 
of becoming phosphorescent, spontaneously 
or by friction. Some interesting information 
on the subject (of an exact character) has been 
letely published by Lieut. Pornain, of the 
French ironclad L’Armide, which in Febru- 
ary last met with a milky sea in the passage 
from Point de Galle to Aden. The nights of 
February 9, 10, 12 and 13 were characterized 
by the phenomenon in all its splendor, the 
ship during this time traversing 660 miles 
(1,100 kilometres) in a mean latitude of 12 
degrees north, between the meridians of 61 
degrees and 51 degrees east longitude. There 
was no thunderstorm, the sky was clear, the 
moon new, the barometer, thermometer and 
hygrometer were regular and a gentle north- 
east monsoon was blowing. The tempera- 
ture of the surface of the water 
was constant at twenty-five des 
grees. The sea was like a snow-cov- 
ered field in a clear night, and ail trace of un- 
dulations was lost sight of. ‘The milky loos 
was hardly disturbed by the motion of the 
ship and working of the screw (which shows 
that the laver had considerable thickness). By 
day a'! disappeared; but the hue of the sea 
was somewhat altered. Looked at attentive- 
ly over the ship’s side at night, 
the ~ water was seen to coatain 
an enormous number of = luminous 

articles pressed close together, and more 

rilliant close to the side (where disturbed). 
Some four hundred of these corpuscles—one 
to two centimetres long) could be counted 
ina bucket ho'ding ten litres of the water. 
Drawn out, these were seen to be of gelatin- 
ous substance, which quickly dried 
and disappeared, leaving a dark 
globule one millimetre in diame‘er, 
which, in the microscope, presented a 
transparent ovoid animaicule, filled with eggs 
and moving its fins and tentacles incessantly. 
A Crop of water added to the dark globule 
brought back its luminosity, and when the 
creature was bruised in the band it gave 4 
bright mark, which was quickly extinguished

When refuse lime can be 
obtained itis one of the cheapest fertilizers 
that can be employed.
